SECTION  B .  G-oner  1  provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

The  Health  Services  for  the  Area  remain  the  same,  but  in 
spite  of  short  staffing,  of  Nurses  and  Doctors,  they  have  been 
maintained.  Both  the  general  pr..ctitioner s  and  the  nurses 
are  faced  v/ith  increasing  difficulties  v/hich  add  to  their 
burden  -  the  lack  of  sufficient  hospital  facilities ^ for  their 
patients  (this  itself  is  caused  by  the  lack  of  hospital  nurses 
and  domestic  staff)  and  the  failure  to  provide  them  with  cars 
at  a  reasonable  price  to  replace  their  broken  dovai  ones  or  ones 
on  the  /erge  of  breakdov/n. 

The  general  practitioner  and  the  Village  nurse  are  the 
foundations  of  the  Health  Service.  That  it  has  not  broken 
do\m  is  due  to  them.  They  are,  to  paraphrase  Lord  Wavell, 

'’The  Infantry  v/ith  a  big  I'*. 

Again  numerous  Holiday  Camps  for  School  children  were 
run  in  the  district,  and  thanks  to  the  firmness  displayed  by 
your  Sanitcry  0ffico;rs,  conditions  were  better  than  last  year. 

SECTION  C .  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area.

Thero  is  no  system-  of  refuse  collection  or  disposal  in  the  distric 
hut  the  Council  has  ayreed  to  the  os tahlishment  of  such  a  service  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe.  The  Salvci£,e  Collection  Scheme  has 
continued  to  help  in  this  respect  hut,  follovi/in^^  the  discontinuance  of  the 
Ministr3'‘  of  Supply’s  Subsidy  on  the  col--ootion  of  iron  and  tins  and  the 
Council’s  suosepuent  decision  to  discontinue  the  collection  of  these 
p-^tcrials  as  Salvage,  unsightly  dumps  of  tins,  etc.,  have  commenced  to 
spring  up  on  roadside  grass  verges. 

The  need  for  a  comprehensive  Scheme  of  Refuse  Collection  and 
disposal  in  the  district  is  urgent.
